The  Lynx  this  season  en- 
joyed the  finest  basketball  record 
in  school  history. 

Coach  Norm  Kaye  led  the 
Lynx  to  a  30-7  mark  and  their 
first  state  championship. 
Lincoln's  season,  capped  by 
L.C. 's  first  appearance  in  the 
National  Junior  College  Tourna- 
ment, included  titles  in  four 
tourneys--including  the  first 
annual  Lincoln  Holiday  meet-- 
and  the  Central  Illinois  Junior 
College  Conference. 

The  trophies  pictured  on 
the  preceding  page  offer  mute 
testimony  to  L,C.  's  success. 

Several  other  achievements, 
both  team  and  individual,  made 
this  a  memorable  season.
